MORE HOUSES NEEDED 


Figures issued by the bureau of statis- 
fics at Ottawa show that while the cost of 
living in Canada has fallen 12 per cent in 
the last eighteen months, rents the coun- 
try over were at the same level in January 
last as a year previous, and that they fell 
only two per cent in May.

THE FOLLY OF SECRECY 

The moral from the Beauharnois 
investigation is that the sooner political 
parties in Canada stop humbugging 
themselves about campaign funds the 
better it will be for them. 

Despite the dictum of the late J. Israel 
Tarte, that “elections are not won by 
prayers,” there is a fond tradition in 
Canada that they are won without money 
But nobody takes this tradition seriously 
except some political strategists who think 
the public are necessarily dumb. The 
public are not dumb. They know that it 
takes money to pay the expenses of a 
political campaign, the legitimate and 
necessary expenses without which a cam- 
paign cannot be conducted save in 
circumstances so exceptional as to be 
negligible 

Why not admit this known fact openly, 
make open appeals for campaign contri- 
butions to meet these necessary expenses 
of a party, and give a public accounting 
of the source and use of the money? That 
is done in Great Britain. The result 
that the man who donates to a campaign 
fund there is honored for his interest in 
public affairs, and no suspicion attaches 
to the party which openly accepts the 
donation, 

In Canada any man who is suspected 
of contributing to a campaign fund is also 
suspected of dishonest motives, and the 
party supposedly thus helped comes in for 
a share of the discredit Secrecy invites 
Suspicion, even when it is not deserved.

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CERTIFICATES TELL THE TALE 

During June more money was invested 
in Alberta ‘provincial savings certificates 
than in any preceding month since 1920 
Each month of the current year has shown 
more certificates bought than were cashed, 
and last month 475 new buyers were add- 
ed to the list. Most of the money thus 
invested no doubt belongs to residents of 
Alberta, though a proportion of the depos- 
itors are usually from points outside the 
province 

Obviously, Albertans are once more 
cultivating the homely virtue of thrift 
They may even be overdoing the thing and 
slowing down business by curtailing buy- 
ing in order that they may save. In the 
majority of cases, however, these certifi- 
cates are bought by people whose means 
are limited, and who may be supposed to 
be saving now rather in dread of future 
need than because their earnings are bet- 
ter than usual. At least those who are 
buying certificates are taking precautions 
against falling into destitution and becom- 
ing public charges should they be out of 
employment next winter 

The rate of interest paid on these de- 
posits is four per cent. When times were 
better it was 4'4 per cent, and fewer cer- 
tificates were bought. The moral is of 
course plain Conditions now present 
fewer attractive opportunities for invest- 
ment in business or industrial enterprises; 
while the impulse to speculate in stocks or 
real estate and get rich quickly is dead. 
Governments are thus able to borrow 


cheaply. This is the time they should be

Death of Baron Larrey, July 25 
1842 “If the Army éver erects a 


monument of gratitude it should be 
to Larrey,” said Napoleon. Larrey was 
the surgeon-in-chief to the French 
Army, and served under Bonaparte in 
his chief campaigns. Napoleon's 
opinion of him was high. “I leave 
100,000 francs to the surgeon-in-chief, 
Larrey,” said he in his will, “the most 
virtuous man I knew.” He seems to 
have been equally revered by the rank 
and file as a surgeon soldier of hum- 
anity, Probably the greatest debt the 
army owed to him was his introduction 
and perfection of a system of surgical 
aid during battle. Up to the last de- 
cade of the eighteenth century the 
fighting man had a very poor chance 
if he were unlucky enough to be- 
come wounded, If the generosity of a 
comrade was not available wounded 
had to lay exposed and unheeded un-

PERFORATION 


The gauge of the perforation of a 
stamp is always counted in a distance 
of two centimetres, and not along the 
whole length; so that all stamps per- 
forated by the same machine wil) 
gauge the same, irrespective of size 
The Canadian stamps of the first 
King George type, which are smal) | 
in size, will gauge 12, the same as 
the large sized 2c green Confedera- 
tion issue of 1927 

In compound perforation, the need- 
les for the vertical row of holes are 
not the same distance apart as those 
for the horizontal rows, Compound! 
perforations are always measured [ist |

| EXERC FOR ERBET AND 
ANKLES 

As strong, well-formed feet and 

ankles are quite necessary if milady 


would enjoy life and also if she wishes 
» avoid facial wringles, I am going 


to outline a set of exercises which will 
| be beneficial to these parts of the 
| body 

(1) The rotary motion is a splendid 
exercise for ankles which are weak 
Sit erect on a chair and rotate the 
foot at the ankle, bringing all the 
muscles into play. Do this first with 
the right, then with the left, alter- 
nately, in order to rest the muscles 

(2) Sit on a chair with the feet flat 
on the floor and parallel, legs bent at 
| right angles at knees,. Place a marble 
beside the left foot about six inches 
to the left of the toes. Now reach over 
in front of the left foot with the right 
foot, pick up the marble with the 
toes and place it in the left hand 
which is held outside the left knee 


| Repeat the exercise, using left toes to 
pick up the marble on the right side 
and deposit it in the right hand, This 
exercise is especially good for anterior 
metatarsaigia, which is sometimes 
called “Morton's toe,” and is accom- 
panied by painful calluses on the ball
